After adopting two minor amend­ 
ments offered by Assemblyman Ma­ 
hon, the assembly refused to indef­ 
initely postpone an amendment offer­ 
ed by Assemblyman Rosa which gave 
to the dairy and food commissioner 
power to supervise and direct co-op­ 
erative movements contemplated by 
the Mahon bill, and to the state in­ 
dustrial commission authority to en­ 
force the anti-trust laws in this state. 
Judge Rosa asserted that four-fifths 
of the provisions in the bill w’ere al­ 
ready on the statute books, and 
his 
amendment would give existing com­ 
missions power to enforce all other 
provisions in the marketing bill. 
Upon a second roll call the assem­ 
bly refused to adopt the amendment, 
4 9 to 34. 
Assemblyman Anderson 
then moved the rejection of the com­ 
mittee’s substitute bill, w-hich pre­ 
vailed by a vote of 51 to 33. 
As­ 
semblyman Roessler then moved th© 
indefinite postponement of the bill, 
which was voted, 51 to 30. 
Assemblyman Rosa moved that the 
vote be reconsidered so that the bill 
might be disposed of at an early day, 
and it was made a special order for 
Thursday at IO o’clock. 
/ 
As soon as the vote w'as announc­ 
ed, Assemblyman Anderson offered a 
joint resolution providing for a leg­ 
islative investigation of the 
whole 
subject of anti-trust legislation, mar­ 
keting, improvement of country life, 
and other problems involved. It will 
be considered Thursday.

Assemblymen Hood and Kneen, of 
La Crosse, voted for indefinite post­ 
ponement. 
Mahon Changes Vote 
Before the vote was announced 
Assemblyman Mahon 
changed 
his 
vote from no to aye in order to be 
entitled to move a reconsideration, 
but before he could claim the floor 
this motion had been made by Assem­ 
blyman Rosa. 
Assemblyman Mahon opened 
the 
argument for the bill promptly at 2 
o’clock. 
He said the bill had three 
great objects: 
The reduction of the 
high cost of living, the bettering of 
agricultural conditions in Wisconsin, 
and the proper enforcement of the 
state’s anti-trust laws. He placed the 
average waste per year in the distri­ 
bution of farm products at $2,500,- 
0 0 0 ,00 0 . 
“I would estimate that the Wis­ 
consin consumers 
contribute $50,- 
000,000 annually as 
their unneces­ 
sary toll lo the unnecessary gamblers 
in the necessaries of life,” he said. 
He charged that a contribution of 
$400,000 in one year was made on 
the part of the Sheboygan county far­ 
mers to the game 
of distribution 
“where the consumer received not 
one chip from the pot.” To the con­ 
sumer of Wisconsin potatoes alone, 
he predicted an annual saving of $2,- 
000,000 with proper marketing con­ 
ditions established by a market com­ 
mission. 
Similar economies in 
the 
livestock trade were promised. Her­ 
bert Quick was quoted as favoring a 
market commission to aid both ship­ 
pers and buyers.

came .•If dronologieal order was the 
bursting into this world of Spirit­ 
ualism in 1848.
